REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 1 and 5 are currently being amended. Accordingly, claims 1-45 are submitted 
for reconsideration. 

This amendment changes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims 
that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under 
examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

Applicants appreciate the indication of the allowance of claims 1-45 over the prior art 
of record. 

In the Office Action, claims 1-15 were rejected under 35U.S.C.§101 because the 
claims are directed to non-statutory subject matter. In particular, it was asserted that these 
claims do not result in a physical transformation in a computer system. In view of the Ex 
Parte Lundgren decision by the Board of Appeals, Applicants submit that this rejection is 
erroneous. However, to expedite prosecution, by this Amendment, Applicants have amended 
independent claims 1 and 5 to processes that result in a physical transformation in a computer 
system. Accordingly, Applicants submit that claims 1-15 are in compliance with 35 U.S.C. § 
101 and request that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
